Proclamation

“It becomes the moral and patriotic 
duty of each board of school directors 
(in Adams county) to declare Regis­ 
tration Day, October 16, a school 
holiday.” 
T hat opinion was expressed by Ira 
Y. Baker, county superintendent of 
public schools, in a letter lie mailed 
Tuesday afternoon to the secretaries 
and presidents of all of the school 
boards in the county, outside of 
Gettysburg. 
He said he hopes for 
uniform action on the m atter by all 
of Hie directors. 
Tile county superintendent wrote 
in part: 
“We have just received a proc­ 
lam ation from the Honorable A rthur 
E. James, governor of the Common­ 
wealth of Pennsylvania, calling upon 
all school directors, board members 
and officials in Pennsylvania to close 
the schools on Registration Day, 
October 16. 
“Tile 
Governor's 
proclamation 
.states 
that 
The 
effect 
of 
tills 
school 
holiday 
will 
be 
primarily 
to impress forcefully upon our chil­ 
dren, the future leaders of our n a­ 
tion, the m agnitude of tile situation, 
Hie grave condition of the world 
today, and the im portance of real 
citizenship at this hour.’ ” 
Superintendent 
Baker 
told 
the 
schuol officials it is on the basis 
of the governor’s proclamation that 
lie feels it is the patriotic duty of 
the school boards to declare a holi­ 
day. 
In the same letter the su p erin ten -1 
dent calls attention to section 629 
of the school code which requires j 
school directors to provide for the j 
display of an American flag at each 
school building. 
Tile quoted section of the school 
law follows: “The board of school 
directors in each district shall when 
they are not otherwise provided, pur­ 
chase a United States flag, flag staff 
and the necessary appliances there- j 
for. and shall display said flag upon : 
or near each public school building j 
in clement w eather during school 
hours and at such other times as . 
the board may determ ine All boards 
of education shall display tile U. ti. I 
national flag, not leas than three 
feet in length, within all school | 
buildings under their control during 
each day schools are in session. 
In 
all public schools, the board of di­ 
rectors shall make all rules and i 
necessary regulation for the care j 
and keeping of such flags. Tile ex­ 
pulse thereof shall be paid by the 
school district.” 


W ashington. Oct. 9 <AP> — At a 
press conference filled with ques­ 
tions about the tense Far Eastern 
situation. Secretary Knox said to­ 
day th at the United States fleet, 
now on duty in the Pacific, would 
be brought up to full strength im ­ 
mediately by the addition of about 
4.200 men. 
Tile additions, the Navy depart­ 
ment chief reported, will raise crews 
of the warships from 85 per cent 
to IOO per cent of their theoretical 
strength. 
Announcing the step as one of 
several measures to re-inforce naval 
strength w ithout delay, Knox said 
also th at the Navy was "pressing’’ 
for tile acquisition of 31 additional 
auxiliary ships for the fleet’s train 
He was asked whether he con­ 
curred in a prediction th a t the ad ­ 
m inistration feared war with Japan 
in 15 days and prom ptly replied 
“no.” 
“I don’t think anybody knows,” 
he added 
He said he expected to confer 
again this week with Admiral Jam es 
O. Richardson, fleet com m ander-in- 
chief, who came here from Hawaii 
for talks on the troubled F ar East 
with President Roosevelt and Knox. 
In response to another question, 
the secretary said no decision had 
been made to change the status of 
approximately 1.200 M arines com­ 
prising American defense forces in 
the Shanghai international settle­ 
ment. 
And he 
replied 
“no com m ent” 
when told th a t Admiral Harry E. 
Yarnell, former com mander of the 
Asiatic fleet, had said in a speech 
Tuesday night th a t “we m ay be 
better prepared 
for a 
showdown 
wuth Japan now', while she is bog­ 
ged down In China, than we will 
be six years from now" when the 
fleet will have been expanded to a 
two-ocean Navy. 
The 4.200 recruits for the 
fleet 
will be assembled at Pacific coast 
ports Knox said, and transported to 
Hawaii aboard a fleet detachm ent 
which win return to the islands 
soon after being overhauled. 
Of the auxiliaries, Knox noted 
th a t congress had authorized the 
acquisition of 53 for tile fleet trains 
and that 22 have been taken over 
from the m aritim e commission and 
private owners. 
In addition, th e 
Navy has acquired large n u m b ers' 
of 
trawlers and other 
relatively 
small craft for coastal defense.

Does another great war lie at the 
end of the Burma road which winds 
its way through China’s primeval 
mountains? 
Or Is it likely (as some seem to 
think! that, threats will not tx* 
backed by deeds? 
Those are questions which call 
for the most careful consideration, 
sn ice there can be no doubt that a 
dangerous situation exists 
A good deal of bluff has been 
tossed about 
(and has been got 
away with) by one or ann'lier in 
the Far East since the Japanese in 
1931 .set their war-machine collin.' 
in conquest across the rich plains 
of Manchuria. 
That was a speculative venture— 
a feeler—evolved from the grand­ 
iose idea of ousting the western 
powers from eastern Asia and es­ 
tablishing 
Nipponese 
hegemon-, 
over that vast and rich an a 
Ja ­ 
pan swung what was in part a bluff 
and made it stick- thereby break­ 
ing trail for Messrs. Mussolini and 
Hitler 
Bluff Prevalent 
Since that time we have seen 
much of bluff in one form or an­ 
other. 
It’s likely, too, that, theres 
a certain amount of it involved in 
the present Anglo-Japanese crisis, 
which revolves about Britain’s de­ 
cision 
to 
challenge 
Japan’s 
de­ 
mands and re-open the Burma road 
for the passage of war-supplies to 
China. 
There is a 
v a s t difference how­ 
ever. between the position today 
and that of 1931, or for that m at­ 
ter of many later dates 
A blufi 
which might have been called suc­ 
cessfully not so long ago. now is 
supported by a grim determination 
to back it up if necessary. 
Japan and Britain, both pressed 
in life and death wars, have reach­ 
ed the point where neither Is wil­ 
ling to retreat 
The stakes are too 
great, 
and 
the 
investments 
too 
colossal 
So Britain appeal’s finally to have 
called for a showdown over the Ja ­ 
panese policy which would deprive 
England of the vast politico-eco­ 
nomic influence it long has exercis­ 
ed in eastern Asia 
And Nippon 
having thrown ever resource it has 
into its expansionist program, and 
mortgaged its future 
for genera­ 
tions, is equally set on carrying it 
through. 
Grave Situation 
That is why the present situation 
Is grave. 
War could grow out of it 
very easily. 
It’s one thing to see the logical 
aspects of the position—and another 
to figure out what may happen. The 
trouble Is that we no longer can de­ 
pend on logic being followed, for 
minds are being moved by passion 
and desperation 
Considering the critical stage of 
Japan’s program of expansion by 
costly force, it would be logical from 
my viewpoint to expect her to be 
prepared to fight England is neces­ 
sary. 
This thought is emphasized 
by the great handicaps under which 
Britain labors because of her war 
with the axis powers in Europe. 
However, while Japan 
may be 
ready to battle the British, It is 
equally logical to expect Tokyo to 
try to steer clear of such a war if 
it fears America will go to John 
Bull’s aid, 
It 
.light be expected, too. that 


Japan would side-step drawing fire 
from Russia. 
Only Tuesday a re­ 
sumption of Russo-American talks 
in Washington revived conjecture 
on the possibility that Far Eastern 
developments 
might 
establish 
a 
basis for active collaboration be­ 
tween 
Washington, 
Moscow 
and 
London. 
'There are many sound reasons 
why Japan should avoid war with 
America. A very potent one lies in 
our naval might and unlimited re­ 
sources. 
Beyond that we are the 
greatest buyers of Japanese goods, 
and last, year absorbed some 20 per 
cent of Nippon’s total world sales 
We are Japan’s major source of raw 
materials 
We 
provide 
her with 
more than a third of her .supplies, 
and the great bulk of the materials 
essential to the conduct of war. An 
embargo on these military' neces­ 
sities likely would cripple the Japa­ 
nese fighting machine 
The greatest danger lies in the 
possibility that the exponents of 
force may precipitate some event 
that will result in a great explosion. 
Ifs safe to say that Hitler and Mus­ 
solini will be pushing Japan into the 
fight as hard as possible in order to 
further their own interests. 
In itself, the Burma road re-open­ 
ing isn’t likely to cause war 
What 
has to be feared Is a stampede.

THE 
PRAIRIE,’’ 
by 
Herbert 
Asbury 
(Knopf; $3.50) 
OHOULD this short dissertation seem incoherent, 
^ 
the reader m ust understand th a t if he under­ 
goes the experience of reading Herbert Asbury’s “Gem 
of the Prairie" he also will be incoherent. 
It is 
unavoidable by anyone, unless it be Asbury himself, 
whose experience as a reporter of sin is enough to 
give him a pretty thick skin. 
Asbury has reported the scarlet doing of a num ­ 
ber of centers. New York, New Orleans and Sun 
Francisco among them. 
But these lurid books were 
only practise. 
Now he has done Chicago and finally 
hit his stride. 
Our author begins, of course, in those distant days 
when Chicago inn keepers could sit on the front 
porches of their taverns and shoot ducks or ride out 
on the prairie, somewhere near the present site of 
the former Capone m anor, Cicero, and kill wolves 
with hatchets. 
According to "Gem of the Prairie” 
these simple pursuits were shortlived. 
It was easier 
to use the hatchets on the guests and more profit­ 
able. 
Easier yet to rent the rooms to m adam es or 
street-waikers. 
A little later came such sinks as the Sands, a den 
of harlotry, drunkenness, theft and m urder which 
was cleaned out only by a ruse. 
Smoky Row, the 
Dutch Gardens, Roger's Barracks, Shinbone Alley, 
Conley's Patch were other malodorous Joints m anned 
(and womaned) by as garish a collection of hum an­ 
ity as wus ever put on earth. 
Asbury writes of these with the curious relish that 
is his stock in trade, setting against them the oc­ 
casional official with the nerve to oppose them. Such 
as Long John W entworth, the mayor who cleaned up 
the Sands by tricking its inhabitants into attending 
a distant dogfight, and tearing the place to tatters 
in their absence, 
So down a iong corridor of deviltry to the pres­ 
ent, with the Torrio-Capone-O’Bunion era in Chicago 
us the last stop of importance. 
Except financially, 
the days of Capone have not the glamour of periods 
which could produce, for example, the Everleighs, 
whose bordello was as painfully respectable as it was 
luxurious. Capone operated on a gross intake of IOO 
million a year, but the Everleigh sisters ate off sterling 
silver. T hat is (paradoxically) a book th at ought to 
be iorced down the throats of the over-idealistic.

A number of applications for Testam ents which can ­ 
not be supplied. I converse with a young man who has lost his left arm 
and wishes me to write to his parents. He hopes soon to be a t home again 
and rem arks that if the Union is saved he will not regret the loss of his 
arm. He is a bright Christian, was so before he w ent into the service and 
has m aintained his integrity to God amid all the tem ptations of the sol­ 
dier’s life. I talk a few minutes with Oliver Legg; he received a bullet 
through the lower jaw, but is getting along finely. He rejoices in tile hope 
of heaven and thanks God for the comforts of grace which he has ex­ 
perienced amid his sufferings. I turn to a M assachusetts sergeant, a 
bright eyed, dark haired, intelligent young m an, who weeps when he 
tells me he has neglected his salvation. He speaks of his pious parents 
and resolves to spend much time in prayer. A few feet from him lies 
another M assachusetts boy 18 years of age, wounded in the foot. He is 
another child of prayer. A Bible lies beside him in which he has been 
reading. A look of anxiety brings me to his side. Drawing my ear near to 
his m outh he whispers in it “Chaplain, do you think God hears my 
prayers?” "Yes, my dear young brother, have you been praying to him ?”

He tells me he Is a Rom an Catholic, and drew from his left coat pocket a 
worn prayer book in his native language.

Two men say they had once 
enjoyed religion but they have lost it through tem ptation. We find the 
men accessable, no reserve In expressing their feelings and thought. We 
held meetings a t the usual hours. The soldiers join in the service. All 
seem attentive and pleased. I am becoming exceedingly weak from the 
efforts I have made to serve the hospital and the chairm an of the Division 
wishes me to desist. The towrn is full of soldiers and some excitem ent pre­ 
vails on account of the near approach of the enemy. Artillery firing heard 
in the direction of Bowling Green. Go to bed, but cannot sleep for the 
noise.

Emergency in Orient 
May Affect This 
Country 


W ashington, Oct. 
9 
(AP)—Tile 
United States watched the far east 
attentively today and at the same 
time kept an alert eye on the prog­ 
ress of the furious air war over 
Europe as a critical factor in the 
present world struggle for power. 
The State Departm ent, it was un- 
derstood, was reckoning with the 
possibility th a t an emergency a f­ 
fecting this country m ight occur in 
the orient. Not wholly in tile back­ 
ground. however, some officials said, 
was the question of additional aid 
to em battled Britain. 
Tile reactions of Japan to events 
of the last 24 hours were variously 
interpreted, particularly since the 
events included B ritain’s announce­ 
m ent that the Burma road to China 
would lie reopened for supplies, the 
ban on the further flow of subsidiz­ 
ed American wheat to far eastern 
ports, and the precautionary steps 
to get American nationals out of 
potential 
trouble 
zones 
in 
the 
orient. 
Some 
officials 
here 
interpreted 
the tenor of Japanese reactions to 
indicate 
the 
possibility th a t any 
m ajor far eastern th ru st under the 
aegis of the Berlin-Rome-Tokyo a l­ 
liance m ight be held in abeyance, 
a t least for the tim e being. 
TI ley based their interpretations 
on the fact th a t Japanese newspa­ 
pers minimized the im portance of 
th e Burm a j<oad reopening, in ti­ 
m ating th a t it could 
be bombed 
from 
recently-obtained 
Japanese 
airdrom es in French Indo-China.
